The Sew Short Koute lo the East. 

London, Sept. The foot of tlie Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway company getting 
the mails through from Japan to England 
withiu a possible 21 days, has astonished 
the British press and may create a revolu- 
tion in the carrying trade of tho world. 
Tho St. Janus Gazette, in a leading 
editorial, declares that Canada is the most 
valuable highway to the East, and that 
England must keep her within the Etnpiro 
at any cost. The fact cannot he ignored 
that Canada has not been doing a well modi- 
lied trade. Tho government is urged to 
propose a commercial union, which will 
save Canada from grasping the arm that 
Washington reaches out to her. 

Itev, Hugh I'rlcc-IliiKhr*. 

London, Sept. 3. — Rev. Hugh Price- 
Hughes, M.A. , leader of tho forward move- 
ment of Wcslcynn Methodists, and editor 
of the Methodist Times, sails for America 
on the next trip of tlie steamer City of New 
York, Sept. 10. He will make a lecturing 
and preaching tour of the States. Mr. 
Price Hughes lias set his heart ou establish- 
ing in New York and Chicago, and possibly 
in other large American cities, missions 
similar to the famous Wcsleyan mission in 
the West end of London, He is widely 
known to American Methodists through his 
St. James' Hall discourses, which have been

She will 
he specially strong in art, many art- 
ists and owners of art collections 
have promised to contribute their best 
works. Interest in the fair, he said, was 
growing in England. There was at first 
some disappointment that New York was 
not chosen as the site, but now that Chica- 
go is accepted, there is no longer any feel- 
ing against tho choice. He did not be- 
lieve the long journey by land would have 
much effect in discouraging exhibitors or 
visitors. It was his own private opinion 
that the exhibition would prove a remark- 
able success. Sir Henry says there ij no 
foundation for the report lint the Prince of 
Wa'es will visit Chicago, and adds that his 
Royal Higbn -ss bun as yet shown no par- 
ticular interest in the fair.

The Distress in Ireland 

London, Sept. 3.— Rt. Hon. W. L. Jack- 
son, M.P. for Leeds, Financial Secretary of 
tho Treasury, and Sir 11. K. . Max well, 
M. P., a junior Lord of the Treasury, both 
Conservatives, who have just returned to 
London after a tour of Ireland, undertaken 
on behalf of the Treasury for the purpose 
of inquiring into the status of relief works, 
such as railways, et.i. , carried on under the 
auspices of the government, state 
the fund raised by Lord Zetland 
and Mr. Ualfour for tho relief 
of the people in the famine districts has 
been exhausted, and that it is probable that 
an additional appeal for aid will be issued. 
The Nationalists declare that tho money 
has, in many eases, been wasted, and in 
Home instances has been diverted from tho 
purposes for which i I h donors intended if. 
They take issue with Messrs. Jackson and 
Maxwell, who report that the fund has 
been carefully administered, That addi- 
tional appeals will have to be made 
to the charitable, on behalf of the Irish 
people is, at all events, only too certain. 
The most gloomy reports comu from all 
parts of the country. Tho recent storms 
nave ruined the hopes of the farmers for a 
good yield of crops. Cereals aro beaten into 
tho muddy soil, and though some farmers 
will reap the wet grain to save it from 
rotting in tho fields, the yields will bo prac- 



tically nil. The potatoes in many districts 
are woefully blighted, and the shortage of 
that staple crop will cause much distress. 

Decrease In Kalian Commerce. 

ROME, Sept. 2. — The commerce of Italy 
for seven months ending July Ml, shows a 
marked falling oil' compared with the same 
period of last year. The imports decreased 
820,800,000 in value, nnd tho exports 
000,000 during the same period. The reve- 
nue from customs fell off 84,300,000. 

A Royal Love .Mulch. 

London, Sept. 2. — A matrimonial alli- 
ance between tho Czarowitch of Russia nnd 
Princess Marie, of Greece, his cousin, will 
be formally announced in tho near future. 
It is a love match, the Czarowitch adhering 
to his choice in spite of the Czar's advocacy 
of tho Monteuegrian Princess, 

The Vrx?d Dardanelles Question. 

London, Sept. 2.— Austrian and German 
newspapers continuo their excited discus- 
siou of the Dardanelles question. While 
they profess to believe the report that Tur- 
key yielded to Russia, they declare that if 
the report is true it might induce the most 
terrible complications for all Europe. 

Practice for French Soldiers. 

Paris, Sept. 2. — The concentration of 
French troops for manoeuvres, in which they 
have been ordered ti engage, has been com- 
pleted in a manner which tho minister of 
war pronounces satisfactory. The lit st 
series of manoeuvres begins to-morrow. 

Antipodean Legislation. 

Melbourne, Sept. 2. — The Victorian 
legislation has passed a federation bill, at 
the same time adopting the amendment ex- 
eluding New Zealand from the federation. 
The New South Wales legislature has re- 
jected the motion in favor of protective 
duties.

Ottawa, Sept. 3. — Tho Hon. M 
Abbott introduced a bill in the Senate 
this afternoon to prevent frauds upon 
the Government. It is designed to punish 
public officials who accept bribes and the 
people who attempt to bribe them. The 
contractors who give them bribes are to be 
debarred from taking Government contracts 
in the future. A fine may be imposed for 
an infraction of the law, or six months' im- 
prisonment. 

While the direct agency of Mr. Cochrane, 
M.P. was not proven in regard to monies 
exacted from the bridge tenderers and 
light-house keepers, while, today, the 
evidence was damaging against him, the 
commission which imposed the toll was safely 
constituted, and tool: this method to wipe 
off the indebtedness ut the one meeting 
at which the appointments were discussed.

Ottawa, Sept. 3. — There appears to be 
no foundation whatever for the report that 
the Government contemplates dissolving 
Parliament. It is denied in official circles. 

The Seized Seallus Schooner. 

OlTAWA, Sept, 3.— Hon. C. H. Tupper. 
Minister of Fisheries, says : " We have 
no official information respecting the 
seizure, of a Canadian sealing schooner by 
the Russian authorities. From the press 
dispatches I infer that tho vessel was taken 
inside the three-mile limit. Such proceed- 
ing, under the circumstances, would be 
justifiable. If the schooner was captured 
outside Russian jurisdiction, the Canadian 
government will, no doubt, ask the Imperial 
authoti tics to press any claim for compen- 
sation made by the owners of the craft."

Its Wonderful Agricultural Resources 
—As Jt Wiis ami 
As It Is. 



Opening Up of the Country by Rail- 
way, Stage and Steam- 
boat 



(Special Correspondence of the Colonist.) 

In my last letter I think I left tlie reader 
somewhere between Sycauioua and Endor- 
by, with four others und myself on the 
steam car or beforo the furnace of engico 
Sti'S. The day was very warm, und, with 
the Htm heating in one's faco and u furnace 
■iit buck, it seemed a sort of foretaste of cer- 
tain nether regions reserved tor the unjust. 
One of my fellow-pussongers did occasion- 
ally indulge in strong adjectives, more 
forcible than expressive. Ho was a fat, 
burly tourist, who seemed to think that 
there should not be the least 1 1 i tie of iiieon- 
renience experienced by ihe possessor of 
unlimited cash. 

Passing over the road, I could not help 
thinking what an expensive undertaking il 
would he to double-truck the line, should 
the exigencies of the case ever call for such 
accommodation. 1 suggested the idea to a 
gentleman who knew the country well, and 
was not a little surprised to learn that the 
rails over which we were speeding, were 
absolutely laid on what was the public 
highway between the two points. This, lie 
considered a very serious objection, inas- 
much as it debarred the eelt'era along the 
route of the right to choose between heing 
their own carriers und handing their pro- 
duets over to the railway company to carry 
for them. It was further pointed out that, 
the old roadway, now the railroad bed, had 
frequently been Hooded, and, in sup- 
port of this statement, my atten- 
tion was called to certain water- 
marks on the rocks which certainly bote out 
that idea. At other points, viewed 
from the lake, I observed logs cast up by 
ihe tide, considerably above the line, as it 
appeared to mo. However, the construc- 
tion of tho road is in competent bands, and 
the work, so tar, has been pasted by the 
Government engineers. Should the 
amateur statement, made from personal 
knowledge, be correct, a wash-out on the 
S. & 0. will not he a surprise at any time. 
Navigation is possible only for a few months 
iu the year, and a suspension cf railway 
operations would consequently menu the 
cutting off of tho Okanagan from the outer 
world, seeing that travel over what once 
■WU3 the public highway is now rendered 
impossible. 

But we are now at Endctby, and here 
again the rails are laid on the public 
thoroughfare, and play havoc with it. 
Here and thero a few planks intersect the 
steels and form a rude crossing, over which 
heavily-laden wagons pass laboriously. 
Endcrby is a rising little town, with a good 
agricultural country at the back of it, one 
of tho best flour mills in tho province, and 
■cikeap building lots. Tho streets are well 
laid out, und some very tine buildings have 
been run up, whilst others ate iu course of 
erection. Among the buildings in hand is a 
church, the erection of which has been un- 
dertaken by the Episcopalians of the town 
and district. Theio is a school-bouse, with 
a good attendance, a couple of good hotels, 
•store) of every kind, and, needless to add, 
a real estate ( Mice. The surrounding coun- 
try is beautifu'-f-mountain, dale, wood, 
water, every variety of scenery is here en- 
joyed. The busy hum of the Hour mill 
gives un air of industry to the place, which 
is added to by the busy loading und un- 
(blading of the little steamer lied Star at 
the wharf. The adjacent lands ure most 
productive — capable of producing almost 
anything, and this without irrigation. The 
hospitable home of Mr. Moses Lumby, J. I'., 
is within a couple of miles of the town, 
beautifully situated in the midst ot hun- 
dreds of acres of golden grain. This gen- 
tleman was one of the original settlers in 
the valley, and holds some 13,000 acies of 
prime land. This, he realizes, to be a rather 
too extensive holding, and he is prepar ed 
to dispose of a certain amount 
of it at reasonable; figures. This is a rare 
■chance for intending settlers, as the land is 
all cleared and under cultivation. Tin re 
are also other tet tiers in the district hold- 
ing large tracts, who ate disposed to dim- 
inish their responsibility and sell certain 
sections. The fruit and cereals grown in 
the district would do credit to any country. 
I was shown samples of wheat with a stalk 
nearly G feet h'gli, and the ear as heavy and 
full as any I have ever inspected. Besides the 
land which is now in hands, there are some 
Dominion sections available. Of course, on 
these latter .considerable clearing will have 
to be done, but with patience, perseverance 
and honest labor — nothing extra— any m in 
.ought to be able to make a comfortable 
hone for himself in this mo t fav- 
ored district. What men have done can be 
done again. There are already scores of 
small settlers clearing along the route, and 
paving the way to prosperity. Farming 
and stock raising are the backbone of En- 
derby, und as much wheat as can he raised 
meets a ready market at tho Columbia 
Flouring Mills Co. No visitor to Eudtrby 
. should leave the town without calling at 
>tbese mills, which are quite a treat to in- 
spect. The courteous manager, Mr. 
•Samuel Gibbs, tikes a live interest 
in the district, and is at till 
times happy to give reliable information. 
I did myself the pleasure of calling upon 
bint, and was pleased to learn from such an 
a-utl ority that the prospect of ti e Okanagan 
.district were very bright. The mill, 
•although started under very favorable aus- 
,piccs, did not do very well at the outset, 
but it changed hands, and under Mr. Oibb's 
roauagement everything is now going on 
swimmingly. The top price is paiel for 
grain, and money advanced in many eases 
on crops yet on tho ground, The capacity 
of the mill is about lot) barrels por day, ana 
at ibis rate it is kept pretty busy. Four 
ibruuds of flour — all well and favorably 
known — are turned out, the Premier, Three- 
Star, Strong Bikers', und Superfine. This 
is brought by steamer, the Red Star, to 
Sicamous, and from this point shipped on 
the C.P.R. to all points of tho province. 
Speaking to Mr, Gibbs as to his general 
matrons, ho informed me that wheat was 
.sent to the mill from all points of the Okan- 
agan, and among tho contributors were 
■ several Indians, of whom Chief Wil- 
liam of Spallumcheen had this year 100 acres 
'uuder crop. Tho country around is well 
wooded, and I should judge Unit there is un 
excellent opening for a good sawmill or 
palter mill just here. 

From Enderby to Vernon is a pleasant 
•drive, although the road is not a very 
.lovel one. Several steep hi! s have to bo 
■climbed, and an occasional descent suggests 
the idea, " What if the brake were to fail?'' 
But wo reach our journey, a distance of 
iiomo two dozen miles, in safety. The but- 
ter to" take in " the country, 1 sent myself 
beside the driver, und a careful fellow he is, 
■full of unccdote, und one who knows "every 
atone on tho roud," us he put it. As he 



drove along he pointeel out every farm und 
homestead, und had a good word to say for 
each. The country looked its best. On 
every side were hundreds of acres of golden 
gruin, stacked, stooked or awaiting the 
mower — such a country as cornucopia would 
Would be a fitting emblem of. The scene — 
this scene of plenty— became almost mon- 
otonous us time passed by. But Vernon 
is reached, and on this particular occasion 
tho town presented a very animated ap- 
pearance. \\ hence nil this hustle and 
hustle '! The Btreeta crowded, the hotels 
tilled, and everybody apparently on the tip- 
toe of expectancy. A solution of the prob- 
lem was soon forthcoming — an extensive 
farmer, named Knox, hud just been tried 
for incendiarism, und sentenced to three 
years' imprisonment. The greatest interest 
was taken in the ease, und people from 
every section of the country Hocked in to 
hear die evidence, und ascertain the result. 
The old town, Vernon proper, was ablaze 
with excitement, and, wending my way 
through the crowded thoroughfare, 1 
reached the now townsite, where I man- 
aged to secure very comfortable quarters at 
the Coldstream hotel, a spacious frame 
building, recently erected by the syndicate. 
Vernon is heing rapidly built up, and a 
good class of houses the new ones ure; but 
there appears to be a determination on the 
part of the old settlers to slick to the old 
townsite. The Hew townsite is a consider- 
able distance from the old one, and is con- 
venient to the line of railway. The gen- 
eral impression is that tho lots, us laid out, 
are too small, being but 23 feet frontage, 
with a depth of 1 Oi * feet. The prices asked 
are pretty stiff, running up to several hun- 
dred dollars, accordiug to location. The 
streets und avenues are well laid out, anil 
if, in the course of time, they are built 
upon, Vernon will be un attractive and 
populous place. Tho town is called after 
ihe Hon. the Commissioner of Lands and 
Works, and is charmingly situated at the 
junction of four fertile valleys, near the 
head of the Okaasguu lake. 1'lie prospects 
of the town aid good, seeing the railway 
facilities which it now enjoys, and those 
which, in the near future, it is likely to en- 
joy. 

Ihe Vernon und Okanagan line is another 
projected service which will benefit the 
town, while still another company is pro- 
jected to run from Nelson to Vernon, 
through Coldstream valley. The town is so 
situated as to make it the natural centre 
and distributing point for the whole Okana- 
gan district. It is a very picturesque loca- 
tion, jjong Lake, so much admired and 
liberally praised by the Marquis of Lome 
during his visit to the interior, lies about 
two miles from the town in one direction, 
while Okanagan Lake, to the head of which 
the S. & O. railway runs, is equi distant in 
another. Excellent fishing is to be had in 
either sheet of water and capital .-hooting 
on the shore?. Iu season Hocks of wild 
geese make these waters their resting place; 
ducks swarm about the hanks, and from the 
woods, ut every side, the deer como elown 
to quench their thirst, and gratify their 
vanity by gazing on their mirrored forms in 
the still watets. Seven main wagon roads 
lead to the town, and a good business is al- 
ways d no therewith the fanners and minois. 
The storekeepers do not grumble, und this 
is a wholesome sign, nor do tho farmers. 
They have nothing to griiiijble at. 
Business is brisk, and, with the 
natural growth of the town, it 
will still further increase. Even the take-it- 
easy old timers are surprised at the pro- 
gress of the place. Speaking of the district 
as a fruit growing one, I was assured that 
in this particular it is not to be surpassed, 
and to test the statement I paid a visit to 
the nearest garelen or orohurd at h ind. It 
was that of one of the oldest inhabitants — 
one Luc Girouard, a Frenchman, who, up to 
some months ago, was district postmaster. 
What his qualifications for the office were, 
1 do not know — but postmaster he was, and 
postmaster ho is no more. He is a fanner, 
and a gooil one, of the free-and-easy style. 
He came to Vernon in KSliO, and took up a 
large tract of laud close to the present 
town. About hulf-un-acre adjoining his 
home is devoted to fruit, and finer specimens 
of apples, pears, plums, cherries, currants, 
etc., 1 have never seen than are here grown. 
They thrive without any care or attention 
whatever. The trees are never pruned, the 
ground is never cleared, and no care what- 
ever is taken of the garden. M. Girouard, 
in his broken English, assured me that he 
knew nothing of gardening, and never eared 
for his fruit trees. The gate is never closed, 
and all-comers arc welcome to enter and 
help themselves. Fruits of all kinds lay 
on the ground decaying, and no attempt 
was m ule to clear up or to turn to cash the 
valuable yield of this productive halt acre. 
If fruit of such quality, and in such quan- 
tities, can be produced without any cue 
being bestowed upon the trees, what possi- 
bilities there are for practical gardeners ! I 
also hail I he good for tune of llltoti ig an- 
other old Frenchman, Isidore Buohvcre, 
who settled in the distr ict in ISIS. He

Tlio Humor of Biilmaceda's Death Not 
Uoiiflrmed— Eccapi ag Over 
the Andes- 



One of His Friends Captured While 
Trying to Leave Chili with 
81,000,000. 



New York, Sept. 2. —The Herald's Val- 
paraiso special says : IUlmnceda will not 
have ns much money when ho reaches Lon- 
don as ho thought he would, by $1,000,000. 
Deputy Verdugu was captured, to-day, at 
Valca, while on hU way out of the country 
with the purpose, it is supposed, of joining 
Balmaceda. When turned over to the 
authorities at Santiago he had $300,000 in 
Chilian bunk notes and $800,000 drafts on 
London. There is little doubt that Balma- 
ceda is making his way over the Andes 
through the south pass. It would bo im- 
possiMe to stop him now. 

Minister Egan'a friends are doing their 
utmost to dispel the impression that he 
has acted offensively as a partisan of the 
late government. One of them, named 
Spencer, is authority for the statement that 
it was largely due to Egan'a ellbrts that the 
president decided to turn over the govern- 
ment to Ltaqticduiio and give up the strug- 
gle. This was done, says .Spencer, in the 
face of the opposition of ISilinaceuVs min- 
isters, who insisted that the victory of the 
revolutionists at Puacilla was not decisive, 
and were desirous of keeping up the fight, 
despite the fall of Valparaiso. I5u this us it 
may, tho bitter feeling against Egan in 
particular and Americans in general shows 
no signs of abatement. 

The congressional leaders profess .to be 
puzzled at the continued refusal of the state 
department at Washington City to recog- 
nize their envoys at the capital, and ore 
generally inclined to attribute the tardiness 
to ulterior motives, though just what they 
may be they do not say. 

No further news has been received from 
the mob-stricken town of Coronet. It is 
understood that the provisional govern- 
ment has taken steps which will ensure the 
restoration of order very soon. Probably 
some fighting may occur before the mob is 
quelled, and the leaders most certainly will 
be shot when captured. The members of 
the junta are expected to arrive to-night or 
to-morrow on the steamer, and grout pre- 
parations have been made for their recep- 
tion. Many bodies of the dead from the 
battlefields were burned to-day, and the 
balance will probably be cremated to-mor- 
row. The wounded are all receiving the 
best of attention. 

Intendant Walker, of Martinez, has the 
city government lit working order, and the 
place is gradually settling down to an ante- 
bellum btate. The same is true of San- 
tiago. 

A proclamation has been issued that all 
harboring Balinacedan officials will he shot, 

Bolniaceda, when he lied, left his family 
behind him. They are now under the care 
of his brother-in law, Senor Torres, who is 
s strongly supported cougressionalist.

San Fkancisco, Sept. 3. — The steumer 
Gaelic, which arrived from Hongkong and 
Yokohama this afternoon, brings the follow- 
ing advices : 

It is reported that the son of the present 
Minister of China to England has been ar- 
rested on a charge of being a prominent 
member of a secret society, and is to be 
tried for the otl'enee. 

The memorial on which was based the 
Emperor's decree in regard to the recent 
riots, has been published. It strongly urges 
the provincial authorities to protect the 
missionaries, and acknowledges the good 
work done by then,. | 

Particulars of the typhoon at Kowlon, 
near Hong Kong, brief news of which was 
brought by the last steamer, are at hand. 
The British man-of-war Tweed was totally 
wrecked by the gale. The crew got sifely 
ashore, with the exception of one man, who 
was drowned. Over 50 small vessels were 
destroyed. A number of small houses were 
wrecked and several lives lost. 

It is rumored in Japan thut U. S. Senator 
Blair has been appointed minister to Japan, 
to succeed the lale John P. Swift. 

The Japan Gazette says : "The emigra- 
tion scheme, originated by Mr. Hnshi Turn 
ami other well known Japanese, for the for- 
mation of Japanese colonics abroad, prom- 
ises success, a large number of supporters 
having been obtained for the association 
formed under the title of the Kaigii Tju 
Doshi Kwai. Preliminary arrangements 
have been made for carrying on the work of 
the association, and representatives are to 
be sent to British Columbia, Washington 
and Oregon, to select sites, see to tho erec- 
tion of houses, and lnuke other preparations 
for the work of colonization."

THE 0EXSUS DISCUSSED. 

Tlie Eastern newspapers contain articles 
on the census. As might be expected, they 
all cxpross disappointment at the slow 
growth of the population of the Dominion. 
Some account for it in one way ami some in 
another, but most of them afirce that the 
exodus was, to a greater or less extent, 
caused by politics. The political bias of 
the different journals gives a coloring to 
their comments, but the articles are, on tho 
•whole, fuirer and more moderate than 
might be expected. The Toronto Olobe 
must, of course, have a thrust at the Gov- 
ment, but the wound it makes is neither 
deep nor wide. Its editor, perhaps, feared 
that if it attributed tho emigration of 
Canadian young people solely to the policy 
of the Conservative Government he might 
be roniindc 1 of the Globe's energetic pro- 
tests, when the blame of the exodus, be- 
tween '73 and '78, was laid at the door of 
the JlcKenzie Government. It then de- 
nounced the censure of the Conservative 
critics as unjust ami unreasonable, and it 
most likely did not want to see the Globe of 
thirteen years ago quoted against the Globe 
■of to-day. The following passage is from 
the Globe's article, and many of our readers 
will, no doubt, be surprised utiU mildness ; 

" The increase of population in the Do- 
minion during; the last ten years has been 
under 500,000. Yet, if the Government re- 
turns are to be believed, we received during 
the decade about 850,000 settlers through 
immigration from Europe. In two years 
alone, 1883 and 1SS-1, no fewer than 238,- 
000 arc said to have come iu. What has 
become of them nil, and of the natural 
growth of population in Canada itself, see- 
ing that the apparent pain is only 500,000? 
If the reader comes, as he probably will, to 
the conclusion that the exodus has done'it, 
let him ask himself why there should be 
such a wholesale Bight of population from a 
land like this. Does the phenomenon sus- 
tain the theory that we are living under the 
best of all trade policies ? " 

The Empire, which is generally very 
hard on the Grits, and, perhaps, a little 
more partisan in its tone than suits the 
taste of the limes, is not by any means as 
bitter and biting as might be expected. Its 
allusion to the blue-ruin speeches of Lib- 
eral politicians and the disparagement of 
'Canada and everything Canadian by many 
Liberal newspapers, is not so direct or so 
pointed as its animadversions on the faults 
and failings of its opponents usually are. 
It says : 

"It must, however, bo kept in mind that 
tho population of Canada liaa always been 
of slow growth, ami that what is missed in 
the dazzling triumphs of rapidly augment- 
ing numbers is more than made up by the 
high character of the immigration that 
comes to our shores, and the ability of the 
country to thoroughly absorb and assimilate 
it. That the past decade ban not shown a 
larger growth is due, in no inconsiderable 
measure, lo the tactics of those politicians 
in the community who have persistently 
preached discouragement, have induced 
men to leave the country, and have assailed 
and hindered in' the money markets of the 
world the great commercial undertakings 
of Canada. Under such conditions Canada 
lias done well, and her hall a million in- 
crease is satisfactory." 

The blue-ruin prophets and the native 
detractors of the Dominion deserve eveiy 
word of this. In fact the Empire might, 
without being unreasonable, and, without 
committing an ir justice, have given the un- 
patriotic croakers and snarlers wdio take 
every oppoi tunity, and who make oppor- 
tunities, to decry their own country, a much 
sharper rap over the knuckles without being 
considered ut all too severe. 

The remarks of the Toronto Mail, which 
1iu» of late discussed the affairs of the 
Dominion with much ability anil with an 
impartiality which is unusual in any of the 
provinces, are interesting, and, on the 
whole, fair. There is nothing for the most 
•captious to lind fault with iu the following 
passago : 

" The general result of the ensus is that 
wo havo mado slower progress during the 
past ten ycm-H than during tho preceding 
ton years ; that tbu Maritime provinces are 
:it a standstill ; that Ontario and Quebec are 
I'oin" ahead ut a rate less thuu that which 



tho natural increase, to say nothing of im- 
migration, renders possible ; and that our 
principal growth is in the West, where 
largo sums have been spent to make settle- 
ment possible. With this showing before 
us, the temptation to rail at tho liscal policy 
will be strong. But, in fairness, ono thing 
must be remembered, and tbut is that the 
census of lfi'Jl is, owing to the precautions 
taken to oxclndo non-residents— precau- 
tions which were not takeu in 1881 — a far 
closer count than that with which it is 
compared. Mr. Bluko complained in Par- 
liament that in tho former census many 
people were counted twice, anil that others 
who had left us never to return were im- 
properly included in the aggregate. The?e 
additions extraordinary have been carefully 
omitted this time. As a consequence tho 
figures for 1891 are smaller than they would 
have been had the system of calculation in 
operation in I8S1 been continued. Jt is 
necessary, tqoreforo to make a liberal de- 
duction from the figures of 1881, or to make 
additions to those of LS'Jl in order to reach 
an accurate estimate of the change in popu- 
lation. Tho census commissioner, will, no 
doubt, estimate what difference the altered 
basis of calculation makes in the figures." 

We are agreeably disappointed to lind 
tho Eastern newspapers discussing tho 
census so reasonably and so cheerfully. We 
confess that we expected to see the Oppo- 
sition journals making the disappointing 
and discouraging results shown by the 
census the ptetext fur a Gorce attack on the 
Government and its policy. We sup- 
posed that the Government organs would 
reply fiercely, and that there would he, 
for a time, a storm of recrimina- 
tion, each party trying to convince 
the people that the other was doing its Lest 
to retard the advancement of tho country. 
It is very pleasant, and a good s : gn, to see 
that this is not the case. Not many years 
ago the publication of a census showing so 
small an increase of tho population would have 
been followed by a perfect hurricane of con- 
troversy in the newspapers, the object of 
each party being to show that the other was 
responsible for the almost stationary condi- 
tion of the country. It may be that the 
debate in the House of Commons will be of 
this nature. If it is, sensible people must 
come to the conclusion that the newspaper 
men arc a long way in advance of the poli- 
ticians, both as to discernment and temper 
— that they are beginning to see the true 
causes of things, and that they are learning 
to conduct discussions in the right spirit. 
We, for our part, cannot understand how 
thinking men do not see that the census of 
1891 would show the same results, no mat- 
ter what party had been in power, or what 
policy hod been followed. 

There are some facts in the Mail's article 
which must help those who try to compre- 
hend their significance to arrive at correct 
conclusions with regard to tho slowness of 
the advancement of the eastern parts of the 
Dominion in population during tho last ten 
years. It says: — 

" But it is important to note that tho in- 
creases iu the Unite I States aro not evenly 
distributed throughout the Union, beiug 
confined chiefly to the new states— for ex- 
ample, Dakota — or to those states which 
boast such great cities as New York, Chica- 
go, and Philadelphia. In Vermont, a state 
resembling Quebec in many particulars, tho 
popu'ation was 314,000 in IS.jO and 332,000 
in 18!)(). Thus there was a growth there of 
but 18,0(X) in forty years, being at the. rate 
of 4,500 per decade. .Similarly New Hamp- 
shire his grown by but 50,000 in forty 
years, or at the rate of 12 500 per decade, 
and Maine has grown by only 33,000 iu 
thirty years, or 1 1,000 per decade. On the 
other hand, according to the last United 
States census, Nevada, a mining state, de- 
creased its population by 12,150 in the ten 
years." 

It is seen from this that there were 
forces at work, oven in the United States, 
which caused the population in large sec- 
tions of it, not only In remain almost sta- 
tionaty, but actually to retrograde. What 
were those forces? Are they at work in 
Canada as well as in the United States ? 
And would they not have been at work 
whoever they were that directed the affairs 
of tho Dominion, or what fiscal policy they 
pursued? 



clearly, in justice, belongs to tho citizens of 
Victoria. Why should not the Government, 
then, deal Iiborally with Victoria for once, 
and give it this pieco of land, which is 
within its bounds, on terms that would be 
favorable to its citizens, and not only not 
unjust, but most beneficial to its wards tho 
Siwnshes of tho Sonijish tribe ? 

Wo cannot see why tho Government 
should want more from the city for the Re- 
serve than will bo sufficient to purchase a 
now reserve for the Iodiunu,in abetter situ- 
ation, and to settle them on it comfortably, 
giving them all tho conveniences that they 
need.

EDI TO II I A L CUMMEN T. 

We see that some of our Eastern con- 
temporaries are calculating what provinces 
in the redistribution of setts in the House 
of Commons which must soon be made, 
shall receive additional members, and wdiat 
provinces shall bo deprived of somo that 
they now have. It seems to us that the 
increase in the population has been so small 
that it will hardly be. worth while to change 
the present arrangement of tho representa- 
tion, excopt to give. Manitoba the two new 
members to which she is entitled. The 
Maritime Provinces Mill certainly not "be 
satisfied if their representation is curtailed, 
and it would bo most unjust to take from a 
province like British Columbia, whoso popu- 
lation has been increasing so rapidly, and 
which, for some years to come, will increase 
still more rapidly of one of its six repre- 
sentatives. After the next co' sus it will, 
in nil probability, be entitled to two or 
three more.

The oiler of the Dominion Government to 
sell the Indian Reserve to the Corporation 
is worthy the very serious consideration of 
both the City Council and the citizens. The 
Dominion Government asks the very con- 
siderable sum of $300,000 for the Reserve. 
As the Government is not in the real estate 
business, this so mi . to be a very high price. 
The Indian Reserve could not. bo in a worse 
place. Its nearness to tho city exposes the 
unfortunate Indians to temptations tint 
thoy are not able to resist, and which, as a 
matter of fact, they do not resist. The 
Indians would be happier and healthier, 
and in every way better oil', it they were 
removed to a place situated at some con- 
siderable distance from this or any other 
city. Tho Government, indeed, in the inter- 
est of the poor people themselves, should, as 
soon us possible, remove them from the 
neighborhood of Victoria. As the trustee 
of tho Indians, tho Government should, wo 
think, be satisfied to get in exchange for 
the Reserve a sum sufficient to provide tho 
Indians with good land, iu a suitable situa- 
tion, and to set them up comfortably in 
tln ir new quarters. To do this liberally 
would require a much smaller sum than 
three hundred thousand dollars. If this 
arrangement were carried out, lho Indians 
would bo much better off than they urc 
now, and the city would be free from what 
has always been a nuisance and a source of 
demoralization. It seems to us that tho 
equities of the case would all be satisfied 
by this arrangement. Tho Government 
could not bo reproached with having ne- 
glected the interests of tho Songish Indians. 
Those Indians have done nothing to 
increase tho value of the land. Their 
occupation of it, indeed, has done much to 
lessen its value. They had no power 
to sell it, and if they, to their own detri- 
ment, were permitted to occupy it twenty 
years longer, it would bo worth no more to 
them than it is now. They have, 
therefore, no equitable right to its enhanced 
value— its "unearned increment." That

How Victorians have come to regard the 
tramway as a necessity was well illustrated 
yesterday, when only one car was running 
on each route, the cause being a strike. 
The differences between the company and 
the car crews, which were reported on a 
fair road to adjustment, led to all the 
trouble. Conductors and liiotorneers hud 
threatened to strike unless their requests 
were met by o'clock, Wednesday evening, 
but it was expected that a day's time hud 
keen gained by the offer of President Hig- 
gins to meet and confer with all dissatis- 
fied, last evening. This was proved not to 
bj the euse by all the men declining 
to take out the ears at the usual hour in 
the morning. By seven o'clock supplies 
bad been secured, and during the day four 
ears were kept busy, one on the Fort street 
line, one on the James Bay and Douglas 
strict route, one to Oak Bay beach and one 
to Esquinialt. To-day, whether an agree- 
ment is leached or not, the company 
promise to have every car running on 
schedule tin e. There is to be a meeting of 
the strikers with the directors at 11a.m., 
and both are in hopes that good will come 
of the interview ; hopes that are fully en- 
dorsed by the public. Tho strikers showed 
that they are not unmindful of the 
rights of at least a portion of the 
community, by placing the Young America 
on tho Esquimau run early yesterday, to 
take the workmen, who go down by the 
first car, to their labors. 

The atriko was simply and Bolely for 
shorter hours; no complaint was made in 
regard to wages or other arrangements be- 
tween the company and the men. The 
latter, while asserting their strength and 
the justice of their stand, when spoken to 
on the causes leading up to tho troubles, 
had nothing bitter to say of the manage- 
ment; nor hud the president the slightest 
fault to find with the men. Of course the 
story of the strike bears two interpreta- 
tions. That of the men, as told by Con- 
ductor Douglas, is given first. 

He says : "The trouble began as long 
ago as last summer, when we were running 
on the old schedule. The hours were too 
long, and we asked that they be shortened, 
and our wages increased. In tho end this 
was done, the hours being brought down 
from 11 and lOJ a day to !). We all 
thought this was the final arrangement 
promised, hut when Mr. Higgins came back 
from the east, he wanted us to run 12 
hours. A new time table was made out for 
the Esquimalt route, by which three men 
were called to do the work that 
four had always performed. As soon 
us wo saw tliis notice put up, 
and, also, that a new schedule 
would bo out in a day or so, wo got to- 
gether and determined tint it was time for 
us to take measures to protect ourselves. 
No notice had been given us in advance, so 
we thought we'd do the same. We, there- 
fore, on tho evening of the first of Septem- 
ber drew up a petition and sent it to the 
president. This is it : 

To the President of the National Electric 
Tramway and Lighting Co. 
Sir — We, tho undersigned employes, respect- 
fully request that tho men running on the 
Ksqulmalt tars he put hack to Iheoln time to- 
morrow, and also that tao time of the other 
men he not change I, as we contend t hat a man 
cannot work twelve hours and give proper and 
otHolont attention to his duties. Dnless this 
tie done we shall he roluotanUy compelled to 
leave our ears in the Hhcd to-morrow, tho 3rd 
Inst. Trusting to see a notice poito.l in the 
oOlce complying wl h tho above request byfJ 
p.m. to-day (dept. -), wo have the honor to be, 
Yours rospoctfully, etc. 
"This petition was signed by 33 liiotor- 
neers and conductoia ; everyone employed 
but two, one of whom couldn't be found, and 
one who refused. This petition was handed 
in Wednesday morning, and at noun Mr. 
Higgins sent me a letter, asking that a 
com mil tec he appointed as quickly "s pos- 
sible to meet him and discuss the difficulty 
with a view to its removal. We did appoint 
a committee of seven, and they met Mr. 
Higgins at the office. He said that he bad 
come to the conclusion thai our petition was 
not a petition — it was a, demand. So it 
was, but the company bad forced us to 
demand what WO considered our rights. 
We hail a long talk, and he tried to make 
us come over to sec tilings in the light he 
placed them in. We told him, finally, 
we could do nothing without the 
consent of tho men, and ho said 
that if we would run to morrow, 
(Thursday) on the old arrangement, be 
would meet us at midnight anil have a 
schedule prepared for our approval, and be 
would do his he-t to udjust matters. 'But,' 
be said, 'I promise yo.i noth'ng. ' Wo 
asked him what this ,;i.v." schedule would 
I likely be, and he repliedthat he 'could 
j assure us it would not ba 12 hours.' The 
committee was instructed to ttiek to the 
petition,' which wus for I) hours, so we with- 
drew, Mr. Higgins saying that if we didn't 
take the cars out in llie morning, he was 
prepared for any emergency — he could tie 
them all up for a week if he wanted to. 

"Afterwards, we held a general meeting 
of the men, to which the committee re- 
ported, and it was, by all, docided to adhere 
to the original plan. This morning, we did 
not take the cars out, and ut 10 o'clock held 
another meeting in the Sir William Wallace 
ball. Three oi our number had, we found, 
seceded. The other thirty were on hand. 
After a long discussion, we resolved to peti- 
tion the Bourd of Directors, as, from what, 
we hud learned from a director, it appeared 
that Mr. Higgins was acting solely on his 
own responsibility. A committee was 
named to interview the directorate, and we 
then decided that no further steps could be 
taken until their meeting had taken place." 

The President's statement of the case is 
briefly as below: "Tho men had been 
running I) and 9J hours a day — hours lor 
tho night men and !)\ for the day crews — 
under a temporary arrangement. Omlor 
hist summer's schedule, which is brought 
forward in connection with the strike, some 
men were worked 9A hours, others lOJ, and 
others 11, which we wero forced 
to consider unequal and unfair. Pending a 
solution of the difficulty that would bo fail- 
to all, this temporary arrangement wus 
adopted, and a short time ago the wages 
were materially advanced. We did not ex- 
pect that when wo camo to equalize the 
work, and institute a common time of 10J 
that it would not bo acceptable. On tho 
.'(1st of August, a notice was put up that a 
new schedule was being prepared; and on 
tho 1st inst. the Ksquimalt crews were in- 
structed to run ono crew 11 hours and the 
other 12. This was only temporary, of 
course, pending the introduction of tho 10, J 
hou r system. The men took exception to 
tho order, and presented mo with an ad- 
dress, stating that they would not work 12 
hours, and demanding that tho notice ru-

carding a new schedule bo taken down 
before G p. m. I acknowledged the 
address — it cannot be called a peti- 
tion,— and asked for a committee of the. 
men to meet me, which they did, and I ex- 
plained to them wdiat we proposed to do. 
The committee left n o, and I understood 
that it was decided that the men were to 
meet me again, this evening, to further dis- 
cuss the situation, and, if possible, come to 
a compromise. When tliey came, this morn- 
ing, all refused duty but ono conductor, and 
the first car was an hour late in getting out, 
and then the superintendent acted as mo- 
torneor. Subsequently, a few more came 
back and, with a reserve foreo, we were 
able to keep six cars running, two 
on each route. 1 hope to have all the cars 
running on regular time to-morrow (Fri- 
day). I have no complaint to make of the 
men ; they are us fine a crowd as a company 
ever employed, but I don't think they have 
anything to complain of — the hours de- 
manded are shorter than they will get in 
any other city. The men seemed at first 
disposed to appeal to the board over my 
head, but they afterwards came to mo willi 
a resolution asking for an interview with 
the board, which I endorsed, and the meet- 
ing -will come olT, I suppose. 'The men have 
acted hastily. They have been badly ad- 
vised ; but their attempt to tie the cars up 
has signally failed. There have been fully 
fifty applications for the vacant positions 
to-day."

Str. Badger arrived in from Cowiehan 
yesterday afternoon. 

The schooner \V. H. Talbot, tho largest 
vessel ever built on Puget Sound, was 
launched Wednesday at Hall llros. ' ship- 
yards, Port Blukeley. She slid off the 
ways at 5 o'clock in the afternoon, in sight 
of a crowd of several hundred persons, resi- 
dents of Port lilakeley, Seattle and other 
Sound points. 

Str. Rainbow returned from the logging 
camps, last evening, with a very small 
freight consisting of fruit from Salt Spring 
Isle. She brings no further news than the 
closing of a couplo of camps on Vuldez 
Island. 

The steamer Zambesi goes to Departure 
liny for coal this morning, and will sail 
from Victoria for Asiatic ports on Monday 
or Tuesday. 

FIRE INSURANCE. 

We have been handed by F. G. Richards, 
jr., who has been lately appointed general 
agent of the Union Assurance Society for 
Vancouver Island, a very quaint and inter- 
esting card, issued from the company's head 
ollice. It is a fac simile of a political cari- 
cature by Hogarth, in 1702, and represents 
Pitt helping to set the world on fire, while 
Lord Bute tries to put, it out with an engine 
of the Union office. While the picture it- 
self is a political caricature, and has 
nothing whatever to do with lire insurance, 
yet it suggests the menus then used to ex- 
tinguish Ores, and it is interesting to note 
the great change that bus since taken place. 

Fire insurance it-elf is of comparatively 
recent origin. The great fire of London in 
IGtiG strongly impressed upon the people of 
the metropolis the necessity of some provi- 
sion against the devouring element, yet it 
was not until some years after that lire 
insurance took any practical shiipe. The 
Union Assurance Society was established in 
Kngland, A.D. 1714. The first tire olBce 
established in Scotland was in 1720, and the 
first in Germany in 1750. The earliest 
English lire companies not only agreed to 
indemnify the insured against loss, but also 
furnished their own engine und Bremen to 
put out lires. The persons insured in the 
Union had a mark representing four clasped 
hands nailed upon their buildings, so Unit 
tho Union's firemen might know at once, in 
the happening of a lire, whether the house 
on fire, or one in the vicinity, was insured 
in their ollice, and so might direct their 
efforts especially for the benefit of the 
house on which iheir office hail a risk. 

For about a century and u half the insur- 
ance offices provided and kept up lire en- 
gines in London ut their own expense, and 
it was not until I860 that the different 
offices handed over the whole brigade to the 
Metropolitan board of works. Of tho nu- 
merous different hazards or contingencies 
insured against, lire, life, marine, accident, 
etc.. etc., fire hud a practical interest for 
far the largest number of persons. With- 
out it not only individuals, but sometimes 
whole communities would ho ruined. In- 
surance does not aim at the prevention of 
loss. The principal underlying insurance 
is that the many shall hear the losses of the 
few. the many individuals ol few individ- 
uals, the many cities of the few cities. 
Thus it will be seen that, the frequency of, 
or exemption from fire in any given locality, 
has little to do with I he lixed cost of in- 
demnity, a very popular delusion to tho 
contrary, notwithstanding j hut it is the 
grand unvarying law of average which do- 
lerniiues", to a nicety, what should bo con- 
tributed by individual insurers over a large 
territory, or for an extended period, to pay 
the compii rati vo'y few losses which may 
happen at any place or ut any time ; and to 
adjust the rates obtained at other points, is 
tho proper funci ion of the companies, who 
simply Herve as the medium between the 
sufferers by fire and those who contribute to 
tho losses. 

Tho union has so thoroughly established 
itself in popular favor throughout the 
United Kingdom und the Eastern provinces 
of the Oominion of Canada hy reason of its 
defence of this principal, and the mag- 
nificent business it has done und is still 
doing, is a sure guarantee that it will meet 
with popular favor liore, although it is a 
little luto in entering tho Western field. 

Wo congratulate Mr. Richards in securing 



the agency of this old reliable company, 
and we trust his efforts in their behalf will 
meet with every success. 



NOTES FROM NELSON. 

(From the Miner.) 

This week, A. McCleary sold his ranch 
on the Columbia river, opposite Sprout, to 
E. Mahon, ot Vancouver, the purchase 
price being in tho neighborhood of §.'1,01)0. 

A brown bear was killed, on Friday 
night, within two blocks of the now Phair 
hotel. It measured seven feet and weighed 
;(,">() pounds. 

The hot springs on Upper Arrow lake 
are to bo improved, so that they can be 
visit- d with comfort by tourists. 

The Post Office Department of the United 
States has issued an order relative to the 
exchange of mails between Spokane und 
Nelson. Hereafter tho semi-weekly ex- 
change of mails will take place for unregis- 
tered matter only. All matter mailed in 
the Kootenay Luke country for United 
States points, will be forwarded to Spo- 
kane Falls for distribution, instead of Mar- 
cus, us heretofore. 

Advices from Trail Creek are that but 
little actual development work is being 
done. Four men are at work for the Le 
Roi Company— the only men drawing wages 
in the camp. 

Instead of going through to the Priest 
Lake country in Idaho, Jack Buchanan, 
Mike Landrigan, C. M. Ge thing and Bill 
Springer wandered over to the cast of 
the Salmon, and prospected a section that 
lies about 20 miles southeast of Toad moun- 
tain. They found what they wcro looking 
for and returned to Nelson the fore part of 
the week to see if it was really as good us it 
looked. Ellis, the assnyer, made three 
assays : one yielded $286 in silver. $3 in 
gold, and 20 per cent lead ; another, $193 
in silver and 34 per cent lead ; and another 
S3 in silver and §12 in gold to the ton. 
They claim the ledge is in place and of good 
width. 

The Kaslo creek excitement continues, 
although b. number of the boys ore return- 
ing. Ueorge Reefer and M. C. Monaghan 
returned to Nelson, the latter end of the 
week, anil report making live locations. 

The main tunnel in the Silver King is in 
over C00 feet, and the crosscut- at the bot- 
tom of the shaft 45 feet. The latter ran 
through the ore body and is now in soft 
shale. Tho second crosscut to the right in 
the main tunnel is in 23 feet, and the cross- 
cut to the left in about ten feet — the latter 
in ore. The working force is between 20 
and 25 men. 



Police Court Cnlenilnr. 

Dan Apples was the only familiar face in 
yesterday's police court. His charge was 
an old one, and as Dan did not, as usual, 
produce the $9 fine, he will once more keep 
the jailor company, in tho city lock-up, for 
a term of ten days. Tho next face that 
loomed up over the edge of the dock was 
that of an Indian, charged with having an 
intoxicant in his possession, for which a 
penalty of $.">() and SI costs was imposed. 
Joseph Byhe, charged with supplying 
Indians with an intoxicant, was remanded 
for a day ; and Thomas Murray, for beating 
his way across from Vancouver on the 
steamer Yosemite, pleaded guilty and was 
fined 810. Loo Long was fined $20 and $1 
costs for breaking the building by law.

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CHINESE BAMJJiTS. 



The French of Tonkin at War with 
the Froobootors. 



Outlaws and Pirates tlio Curso of the 
Indo-Chinese Peninsula — Their 
Methods of Plundering 
the Towns. 

For over a year the French in 
Tonkin have ueen trying to destroy the 
bandit bands that infest the country. 
Bandits and pirates are the curse of 
the Indo-Chinese peninsula. The story 
lias often been told of the hundreds of 
Chinese pirates who infest the large 
archipelago known as the Robber 
islands, near the coast of Tonkin. These 
bands, in their little vessels, have 
preyed for many years upon commerce, 
but they have been at last nearly de- 
stroyed by the persistent ert'orts of the 
French and Chinese, governments to 
root them out; now the French have an 
opportunity to turn their attention to 
the hundreds of bandit bands who 
terrorize the mainland. 

Piracy and other forms of outlawry 
have existed for ages, says the New 
York Sun, not only in Tonkin, but also 
in the whole of Annam. These bands 
do not commit so many depredations 
when the harvests are good and the 
country is tranquil and prosperous; but 
in times of war, or when poor crops or 
epidemics afflict the land, they are the 
curse of Tonkin. Since the French 
occupied Cochin-China, in 1858, they 
have waged incessant war upon the 
bandits, and have at hist nearly ex- 
terminated them in Annam. The na- 
tive governments have always been 
powerless. They have often been 
obliged to negotiate with the robber 
bands, giving their officers dignities 
and money and apportioning lands 
among the robber soldiery. 

The bands belong to two distinct cat- 
egories. One class is well disciplined 
and armed with rapid-firing guns. It 
is composed almost exclusively of Chi- 
nese or of savage Muongs recruited in 
the mountains, who never visit the low, 
flat lands, and consequently the delta 
region, where the enormous crops of rice 
are raised, arc free from them. They 
infest only the hilly and mountain re- 
gions of the interior, where they have 
hidden retreats and can easily get out 
of sight after a raid and defend them- 
selves when attacked. 

Their little settlements are strongly 
fortified on all sides, and it is believed 
the forces sent against them have never 
taken them by surprise. From these 
fortified centers they spread over the 
country and live at the expense of the 
people. If the inhabitants suffer their 
depredations in quiet, none of them is 
killed. All the robbers want is a good 
living. If any resistance is made, how- 
ever, the bandits are merciless, and their 
revenge is terrible. When armies are 
sent against them, if they consider the 
advancing force teo large to resist, they 
do not await its approach, but are 
usually far away in the mountain fast- 
nesses before the avenging forces reach 
their fortified places. 

The bandits of the second category 
are less warlike, but more numerous 
than the others. There is scarcely a 
district in Tonkin that is not troubled 
with them. While the bandits de- 
scribed above are almost altogether 
Chinese, these robbers are natives of the 
country. Many of them are fugitive 
criminals who dare not return to their 
villages. In the wilderness they have 
acquired a taste for the wild life of the 
freebooter. They till the soil no longer, 
but live by robbery. Often they dwell 
in villages that are friendly to them. 
Five or tax men form a little band, com- 
mitting depredations only in regions 
that are quite a distance from the vil- 
lages that shelter them. They are not 
so well armed as the Chinese bandits. 
vSome of them have Hint-locks, but 
most of them carry only swords or 
lances with iron points.* They give to 
their bands imposing names, to impress 
the common people and inspire terror. 
One band, for instance, is called the 
Butchers of the .Mountains, and another 
the Heroes of the Country. They are 
too poorly armed to hazard an attack 
upon the French posts or populous vil- 
lages. 

They usually select little towns where 
they know there is considerable booty 
in tin; way of food and other plunder. 
On account of bandits, all villages are 
guarded by liedges of bamboo and cac- 
tus, and watchmen during- the night- 
time walk around the town. When the 
chief of a bandit band thinks the time 
favorable for a foray he rallies his men 
by an understood signal. Sometimes a 
big fire is kindled on a hilltop, or it may 
be a volley of musketry. At the signal 
all the bandits collect at the designated 
place, where they usually find a bounte- 
ous repast, as they do not believe in 
robbing villages upon empty stomachs. 
Then in the night they start for the vil- 
lage which is to be surprised. After 
reaching the unsuspecting 



PAUPERS OF FINLAND. 

Tim Horrible Cu.itom of Balling Them Is 
Nearly Abolished. 
A year ago, saypthc llclsingfors cor- 
respondent of the London News, I men- 
tioned the peculiar mode Finland has of 
dealing with its paupers and aged, and 
I am glad to be able to say that a great 
deal has since been done to get the in- 
human practice of selling the poor 
creatures by auction abolished. The 
government has been awakened to the 
fact that the practice is barbarous and 
cntiroly out of accord with the other- 
wise cultivated institution:; of Finland. 
An instance of the dreadful manner hi 
which these auctions are held may be 
recorded. A very old woman, sick and 
weary of life, almost too feeble to exist 
longer, had been sold to a farmer. Her 
term was up hist Wednesday, when she 
had to be resold. It was an exceeding- 
ly cold day and a fearful snowstorm 
was raging. The poor old creature 
knew that she could not live over the 
night, so she asked her owner if lie 
would allow her to die in her corner, 
where she would be as quiet as possible 
and give no trouble and not eat any- 
thing. She begged hard, hut her re- 
quest was not grant. 1 and she was 
sent out to the auction. The price paid 
for her was very low, poor thing, for 
every oti" knew that she could not last 
long. After the sale was over and the 
buyers were preparing to take home 
their purchases the old woman was 
found dead. She had kept her word. 
She had been no trouble to anyone, but 
had died without a murmur. _,.

and yelling like demons. As a rule, the 
people, thusjudely aroused from sleep, 
are frightened nearly to death, and of- 
fer ni) resistance to the bandits, who 
load themselves with every good thing 
they can find. If, however, tho inhab- 
itants otter resistance, their lints are set 
on fire, and the inmates are killed with- 
out mercy. 

The French are finding that they have 
a big job on hand to break up this es- 
tablished institution of the country. 
Within the past few months they have 
captured two or three hundred of these 
bandits, have put the robber chiefs to 
death, and are keeping tho humbler ban-, 
dits in custody. The prospect is that their 
vigorous efforts will, in the course of 
time, make outlawry of this sort so un- 
pleasant that the bandits will take to 
other pursuits. Then the people of 
Tonkin will be able to go to bed with- 
out the fear that they will be at. the 
mercy of bandits before morning.

fiomo of the Imposition! to Which Thoy 
Are Compelled to Submit. 
Church quartettes have lon£* heen 
considered the lawful prey of the over- 
worked paragrapliist. The soprano and 
busso are always grouped together, 
while the tenor and alto are invariably 
paired in an antagonistic attitude to- 
ward the other couple. The equilib- 
rium of harmony is recognized even by 
tho paragraphist. This does not lessen 
the fact that church choirs have real 
grievances to which thev must submit. 
One is the gratuitous work they are 
called upon to perform in singing at 
funerals. The members of a church 
choir are paid a certain yearly income 
for singing a certain number of times 
in church on Sundays It is taken for 
granted that the choir will cheerfully 
acquiesce in the suggestions that it vol- 
unteer its aid for all the church enter- 
tainments where music is a feature. 
And it is taken for granted that Un- 
musical notes furnished are non-nego- 
tiable. This is simply looked upon by 
the thrifty trustees as obtaining good 
measure, pressed down and running 
over, for the money paid the choir, 
lint when the singers are asked to at- 
tend the funeral of some church mem- 
ber, whom very likely they did not 
know, and sing three or four numbers 
without as much as receiving thanks, it 
is nothing more or less than an imposi- 
tion. The male members of the choir 
are called away from their business to 
chant pathetic lays over the remains of 
one in whom they had not tho slightest 
personal interest, yet because the de- 
ceased was in the habit of listening to 
their voices every Sunday, they are ex- 
pected to feel amply compensated by 
the satisfaction they derive from doing 
an act of charity. This dead-head work 
which church choirs, for obvious rea- 
sons, are compelled to perform is not 
specified in the contracts and cannot be 
fairly included in the salaries paid for 
singing in church, yet it is a fact that 
the singers are .seldom paid for the pro- 
fessional services they render at fu- 
nerals.— Chicago News.
